As to spreading the program 
Over two years, Connally said: 

“Gen. Gruenther reported Gen. 
Eisenhower as believing that the 
United States would save money 
by expediting the program in- 
stead of delaying it.” 

Two main objectives of Gen. 
Eisenhower were listed by Gruen- 
ther as | 

“First to encourage the devel- 
opment of a defensive posture in 
the North Atldntic sufficient to 
deter aggression and thus pr&Vvent 
war; 

“And second, to develop suffi- 
cient strength so that, if war 
comes, the aggressor can be de- 
feated.”’ 

Senator Bridges (Rep.), New 
Hampshire, who heard the testi- 
mony, said the four-star general 
“made an excellent presentation.”

‘That was 
some 56,000 less than Marshall 
had said would be sent to Europe. 

Brewster said Marshall had 
made “a serious mistake.” Con- 
nally called it “just one of those 
things” resulting from hurried 
testimony “and “estimates that 
were a little loose.” 

Last spring, the Senate agreed 
to send four American ground 
divisions to join United States 
troops already in Europe.

In future months. as our de- 
fense production takes a larger 
and larger share of our output. 
we have to expect that pressure 
on prices will increase. Only a 
tremendous drop in private in- 
vestment consumer spending 
could keep rising expenditures 
for defense from bringing on new 
pressures toward higher prices. 
And these pressures could — be 
aggravated, at any time. by a 
change for the worse in the in- 
ternational situation 

To the extent that this act 
permits prices and the cost of 
living to rise, it will be neces- 
sary to allow reasonable ad- 
justments in wages. We can- 
not ask the working people of 
this country to reduce their 
standard of living just to pay 
for the higher profits this act 
provides for business. And 
then we ‘would be caught in 
another price-wage spiral. 

If we are to prevent a serious 
drop in the purchasing power of 
the dollar. we must have a good, 
strong price control law to/help 
us through the period ahead. 
Without that kind of law, we can- 
not protect ourselves: from the 
frightful damage of renewed in- 
flation 
S. 1717 is not that kind of law. 
is a law that will push prices 

lt is a law that will-increase 
the costs of business and the cost 
of our defense program to the 
taxpayer. It is a law that threat- 
ens the stability of our economy 
in the future. Moreover, it pre- 
vents us frem giving any further 
price relief to the millions of 
consumers already penalized bs 
the price rises in the fall of 1950. 

We should never forget that 
more than half the families in 
this courtry had no increases 
in income during 1950: some 
of them actually had their in- 
comes reduced last vear. To 
all these people. inflation § is 
not a theoretical problem for 
the future, but a real problem 
and a terrible deprivation right 
now.

This omission is interpreted by 
the experts as an open snub by 
the Chinese Communists to the 
Soviet dictator and thus to the 
Soviet Union. Similarly Marshal 
Tito had his first warning of the 
impending storm when his name 
was omitted from slogans in the 
Moscow May day celebrations. 

But even before this matter of 
the slogans, there was significant 
evidence of possible discord be- 
tween the Russian and Chinese 
Communssts. This took the form 
of seven long articles by leading 
Chinese Communist party func- 
tionaries, published in July on 
the occasion of the party's thir- 
tieth anniversary; and forwarded 
very recently to the State De- 
partment by the American Con- 
sulate General in Hong Kong. 


Mao Considers Seif Equal. 

These documents point directly 
to a number of conclusions, of 
which the most important may be 
summed up as follows: 

Mao Tse-tung, Chinese Com- 
munist leader, considers Com- 
‘munist China an ally of the So- 
viet Union, but an independent 
and co-equal ally. Far from con- 
tenting himself with the role of a 
mere satellite leader, Mao Tse- 
tung considers himself the equal, 
and in an ideological sense the 
superior, of Stalin. 

The possibilities of trouble 
with the Soviet Union in this in- 
dependent stand of the Chinese 
Communist leader are very ob- 
vious. 

Here are some, but by no 
means all, of the items which lead 
to this conclusion: 

First, of these seven official 
articles, four make no mention of 
Stalin whatsoever. This in itself 
is enough to prove that Mao Tse- 
tung’s China is no wholly-con- 
trolled satellite on the Eastern 
European pattern. 

Mao Deified.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


It seems to me/that the Post-Dispatch 
fs unconsciously indulging in a bit of 
McCarthyism in reporting the housing 
situation in Waynesville. 

As Al Smith would say, “Let's look 
at the record.” During the last war, 
the Army built 950 units in the housing 
area at Fort Leonard Wood. This did 
not help the’ G.I. much, as only the 
top three grades of NCO’s were per- 
mitted to rent living quarters. As a 
result, about 90 per cent of the occu- 
pants were civilians, a good percentage 
of whom had homes within driving 
distance of the post. 

Immediately following the end of the 
war, some bright minds in the Army 
decided to dismantle the housing area 
and give these units to Missouri Uni- 
versity at Columbia and Government 
agencies. This in spite of the fact that 
it would cost far more to dismantle 
them and rebuild them than it would 
to build them with new material. 

Today we have about 270 units in the 
post housing area. As a result, several 
thousand officers: and men must drive 
25 to 50 miles daily to other towns to 
find quarters. 

To add to the frony of the situation, 
several months ago, the Government 
announced it would make it possible to 
secure loans for 250 new homes in this 
area. This is double talk, for up to 
date, not one single loan has been 
made and if you can secure an FHA 
loan in this area, I wish you would tell 
me how to do it. 

There have been some abuses on the 
part of landlords, but 95 per cent of 
them are fair. We have an efficient 
rent control office in Rolla and it is 
silly to think it would stand for the 
abuses you report. I know of one case 
where it investigated the case of a 
complainant and ordered him to pay 
more rent. 

I am not a landlord as I recently 
sold a tourist court at a sacrifice to 
escape the odium engendered by your 
unfair publicity. I would like to build 
some homes down here if you can tell 
me how to secure an FHA loan. .

~~ SLLDUIS POST-DISPATCH To Export Productivity 


The report that the Economic Co-operation 
Administration has worked out a new plan for 
raising the productivity of Marshall-plan na- 
tions is a significant piece of news. If the plan 
is carried out, and if it works, we can all be 
more sure of a Western victory in the cold war. 

This reassurance will come from the fact that 
prosperity is the best antidote to the tempta- 
tions of Communism and other forms of totali- 
tarianism. Individuals with reasonably high liv- 
ing standards are not very likely to listen to the 
blandishments of anti-democratic demagogues. 
And nations are better able to defend them- 
selves against military aggression if they are 
prosperous than if economically hard pressed. 

The accomplishments of the ECA already are 


considerable. On the whole, however, they have 


prevented a worsening of living standards in 
Europe, instead of definitely improving them. 
ECA now wants to undertake such improve- 
ment. And that is what the new productivity 
plan is all about. 

It probably will be called a “production as- 
sistance drive.” It will be directed primarily to 
individual companies and individual trade unions 
although contacts, of course, will have to be 
estahlished through suitable governmental agen- 
cies in the various countries. The basic objec- 
tive will be to achieve higher production and. to 
make sure that its benefits are reflected in 
higher wages and lower prices. 

Under one part of the plan, an effort will be 
made to persuade individual American com- 
panies and American unions to “adopt” similar 
companies and unions abroad. The foreign com- 
panies will not be turned into subsidiaries of 
the American firms, but there will be a sharing 
of “know how.” More or less as American and 
foreign universities now are exchanging teach- 
ers and students, there will be an exchange of 
managers and workers. 


The goal will not only be better production 
methods abroad, but also the elimination of bar- 
riers to higher productivity. Efforts will be 
made to overcome inertia and lack of incen- 
tives. American unionists, for example, will 
have a chance to argue against the widespread 
European fear that, without overly restrictive 
union rules, higher productivity means more 
profits for the owner and only a stretch-out for 
the workers. American management will have a 
chance to show the unwisdom of cartels and 
other restrictive devices of ownership. 

The plan also contemplates careful grants ard 
loans to overcome the lack of capital, machinery 
and raw materials. There is no intention to sub- 
sidize normal business risks. But an effort will 
be made to help foreign firms meet the extraor- 
dinary expenses involved Mm changing over to 
more progressive methods. As they are repaid, 
the loans are to go into a revolving fund de- 
signed to spread the operations of this plan 
ever wider and wider. 


Even from this sketchy outline, it can be seen 
that the plan may encounter many difficulties. 
The ECA does not want extra funds to put it 
into operation, but it must have the money 
asked in the foreign aid message. If Congress 
cuts this severely, there will be little chance to 
try the plan. Then, the co-operation of foreign 
governments must be obtained. And, finally, 
American business and labor must agree to do 
their part. 

It would be regrettable if the plan were not to 
be given a fair trial. It promises to pay big 
dividends. And it represents the kind of enter- 
prise of which Americans are justly proud. 
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Dangerous Sewers 
Three-year-old William Michael Clifford was 
lucky. The son of Patrolman and Mrs. William 
M. Clifford fell from his tricycle and plunged 
head first through an unbarred curb opening to 
the bottom of a sewer in the 6100 block of Arch- 
wood drive. 


Thanks to the fact that there was only about 
a foots of water at the bottom of the five-foot 
sewer, and thanks to quick action by a neighbor, 
William was quickly pulled to safety. Thus, a 
tragedy was averted. 


But the danger still exists. The unbarred 
opening through which the child fell is 10 inches 
wide and three feet long. Patrolman Clifford 
has complained that other sewers in the neigh- 
borhood are just as dangerous. Director of 
Streets and Sewers Kriz has promised immedi- 
ate action. Most of the rest of us will echo the 
Cliffords and their neighbors when they say: 

“The sooner the better.” 
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Afraid to Tell All 


“Tell the truth and shame the devil” used to 
be a good, sound rule in Washington as well as 
anywhere else. But things have changed. Any- 
body writing a governmental report these days 
had better be sure that it will not offend the 
McCarthys and the McCarrans, should they come 
upon it. As a result policymakers can no longer 
be sure of getting all the factual information 
they ought to have. 


Men in the Government service are not unim- 
pressed by a case such as that of John Paton 
Davies Jr. More than half a dozen years ago— 
while we were still fighting the Japanese in 
Chitia—he honestly reported to his superiors 
in the State Department his finding that the 
Chinese Communists might be of more help to 
us than the tottering regime of Chiang Kai-shek 
could be. 


As Joseph Alsop said, this was not a matter 
of ideology; it was a matter of reporting to 
Washington the honest conclusions of on-the- 
spot observations. Years later, the smear brigade 
seized on Davies’ reports to raise questions about 
his loyalty and to force his suspension from the 
State Department. Happily, he has been vindi- 
cated. But all similar cases have not ended the 
same way. 

Just now, some European military leaders are 
reported to be disgusted with our Spanish deal. 
Their political superiors have political ideas 
about this business. But the generals look at it 
from a strictly military point of view. They feel 
sure that the Franco regime would collapse un- 
der the pressure of war; and that instead of get- 
ting help, the United States would find a Span- 
ish civil war on its hands. 


American observers are supposed to know the 
facts as well as anybody else, but they are said 
to have been afraid of making any report which 
might be displeasing to Senator McCarran, 
Franco's chief supporter in Washington. What 
is even more significant, they are believed to 
have been afraid of making a full and honest 
report to their superiors lest these superiors 
fail to protect them against the McCarrans and 
the McCarthys. 

In his column today Marquis Childs suggests 
that Secretary of State Acheson and President 
Trumanmust assume part of the blame for this 
breakdown. In fairness, it should be said that 
the President did fight to keep from Congress 


of Congress. But for lack of courage or other- 
wise, the fight was lost. 

When the McCarrans and the McCarthys can 
intimidate governmental staff’ workers to the 
point at which the full truth is obscured for the 
sake of personal security, then the Government 
is severely handicapped. The Devil is. not being 
shamed. Instead, he must feel that things are 
going his way. 
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Facts on a Drastic Tax Plan 

Almost unnoticed, a campaign is under way 
in state legislatures to turn the clock back on 
federal tax policy. Because of considerable con- 
fusion about the nature and success of this 
effort, the Post-Dispatch asked the Associated 
Press for a report, and this is what the AP 
finds: 

In 12 years, 26 state legislatures have passed 
resolutions in favor of a constitutional con- 
vention to write an amendment limiting federal 
income tax revenues. But six legislatures later 
canceled their approval, so 20 still stand in 
favor of the idea. The approval of 32 would 
be needed to put the issue before Congress. 

The situation is further complicated by the 
fact that the legislatures actually have passed 
on two kinds of resolutions. One seeks, among 
other things, to return some federal tax money 
to the states. The other, more widely adopted, 
would attempt to repeal the 38-year-old Six- 
teenth Amendment permitting income taxes, 
and replace it with a 25 per. cent limit on in- 
come, gift and inheritance levies. 

Even if 32 states did agree on a proposed 
amendment, there seems to be some doubt 
that Congress would be tnder legal compulsion 
to call a constitutional convention. The conven- 
tion itself would be under no compulsion to ap- 
prove the amendment. In any case, 36 states 
would have to ratify such an amendment to 
put it in the Constitution. 

Yet in spite of the obstacles, lobbyists persist 
in their effort to put the federal tax structure 
in a strait-jacket. They would lop the top off 
the principle of ability, to pay in favor of 
wealthier taxpayers. They would put a danger- 
ous crimp, in federal revenue. 

While the lobby still has a long way to go, 
it has gone pretty far without much public 
notice. If enough citizens find out that the 
lobby is so quietly trying‘to shift the tax bur- 
den and restrict government services, the lob- 
byists will not get much farther with their dan- 
gerous plan. ) 
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Still News to the Governor? 

A few days ago Gov. Smith said it was “all 
news to me” that the Highway Commission in- 
tended to fire Carl Brown as chief highway 
engineere Then Brown was fired. Now Harris 
Rodgers, whom Smith named as commission 
chairman, says the commission talked about 
Brown’s removal with the Governor. 

Could this also be news to Gov. Smith? ‘ 

Both the Governor and’ Rodgers denied 
months ago that there was any médve to fire 
Brown. Yet Rodgers now tells the special legis- 
lative commission on highway needs that the 
Brown case was under dicenssion off and on for 
a year. 

More news? 
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Waiting on the Transit Study 

The new Metropolitan Mass Transportation 
Commission is three-fourths complete as to 
membership, and proposes to hold its first meet- 
ing Thursday. Its task is to find means to im- 
prove transit service for the whole St. Louis 
area, and this will be both difficult and urgent. 

It must seem to St. Louisans that hardly a 
week passes without some curtailment of bus or 
streetcar service. County Transit Co. has just 
eliminated another bus route. City transit serv- 
ice has been cut 20 per cent in six years, as dis- 
closed by a Post-Dispatch survey which prompted 
creation of the new commission. 


When mass transportation in a large urban 
area is cut into halves by political boundaries, 
the result is a division in service and a multi- 
plication of costs, That has happened here. The 
problefh is complicated by the fact that the 
county suffers even more than the city from 
poor service, yet County Transit is far less able 
to support better service than the Public Serv- 
ice Co. 


Some method must be found to integrate the 
operations of the transit systems in the city and 
county. The new commission will look into pos- 
sibilities for better co-operation, a merger, or 
public ownership. St. Louisans await the out- 
come hopefully, as they now wait for busses and 
streetcars. 
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The Untouched 80 Per Cent 


Opponents of Government health insurance 
often point to the rapid growth of voluntary 
medical and hospital insurance plans in the 
United States in the last decade. But how 
good a job of bringing medical care within 
Americans’ means is actually being done? The 
exhaustive statistics of a recent Senate com- 
mittee report make it clear that the only pos- 
sible answer is not nearly good enough. 

The report, prepared under the direction of. 
Dr. Dean A. Clark, director of Massachusetts 
General Hospital, estimated that about 80 per 
cent of total national medical care. expenses 


which could be insured are not being covered. 


About half the population now has some kind 
of prepaid protection against the costs of ill- 
ness, in addition to the uncounted millions of 
persons, like indigents and some veterans, who 
get their medical care free. 


But it is no secret to anybody who has been 
ill in the last few years that most insurance 
plans pay only an often-small pertion of the 
actual cost of sickness. Only some three to four 
million persons have coverage sufficiently 
thorough to be considered comprehensive by 
the report. 

A major reason why only so small an amount 
of comprehensive coverage is now in force, 
notes the report, is the opposition of organized 
medicine, which often opposes salaries for doc- 
tors, group practice and other devices which 
both lower costs and modify the fee-for-service 
method of payment. 

The parts of the insurance job which either 
are not being done at all or are being done 
inadequately under the existing system include 
protection for aged, chronically ill and low- 
income persons, who most need it, and rural 
families; preventive and home treatment, which 
would cut down serious illness and expensive 
hospitalization, and such matters as nursing, 
drugs, dental care and diagnostic services. 

Eighty per cent of the insurable total is still 
untouched. Clearly the job of providing ade-

As the dirty work of mopping up begins 
in Kansas and Missouri after the disas- 
trous flood, some _ serious long-range 
thought needs to be given to the lesson of 
the calamity. 

In the judgment of the Chief of Engi- 
neers, Maj. Gen. Lewis A. Pick, that les- 
son seemingly is a call to build more 
dams and storage reservoirs. But the real 
lesson, it seems to us, is a great deal more 
fundamental. 

It points to the compelling need for 
river valley conservation 
ment, not cn the pwesent hit-or-miss basis, 
but according to an 
integrated plan. 

This newspaper ob- 
served the other day 
that “although field 
terracing, grasslarkis 
and proper forest 
management will not 
of themselves. pre- 
vent all floods, they 
are essential ingredi- 
ents of flood con- 
trol.” 

The trouble is that 
many of these ingre- 
dients are being neg- 
lected in the concen- Gen. Mek 
tration of one or 
two aspects of flood control. No one could 
deny that dams and reservoirs are neces- 
sary to deal with present conditions after 
years of abuse of the land. But the most 
effective of all dams is the earth itself 
with its natural cover. 

It is this factor which has received in- 
sufficient attention, for example, in the 
grandiose program for the Missouri river 
embodied in the Pick-Sloan plan. This 
plan has been described as an arrange- 
ment. of convenience between the Army 
Engineers and the Bureau of Reclamation 
to let each proceed its separate way, 


There are some good things in it, along 
with what in our opjnion is an expensive 
boondoggle in the plan to extend naviga- 
tion up the Missouri: But it makes little 
allowance for the work. on _ individual 
farms, the reforestation of denuded hill- 
sides, the restoration of the water table, 
and the attempt to regain a natural bal- 
ance—all parts of a rounded #rogram. 

Indeed, there are many who believe that 
the vast dams and reservoirs flooding 
thousands of acres will become useless 
because of siltation without comparable 
work where the water falls. 


It is possible that too much emphafgis 
has been placed upon the controversial 
electric power aspects of valley develop- 
ment, whereas the conservation benefits 
have not been stressed enough. 

Integrated treatment of natural résour- 
ces can be accomplished in two ways— 
by integrating the agencies concerned with 
conservation and development into a L. 
partment of Natural Resources with a sin- 
gle unified program, an end which seems 
as far away as ever—or by a separate val 
ley development authority. 

The latter seems to us the more attain- 
able. It does not matter what the authority 
is called or whether it is patterned on the 
Tennessee Valley Authority or upon some 
different scheme with more popular par- 
ticipation. 

The important thing is to obtain more 
understanding of the sobering fact that 
none of the advertised depletions of min- 
erals or other resources poses as serious 
a threat to the country as the continued 
washing away of its topsoil.

It appears that the Kansas-Missouri flood 
was far from being under control. 


So far, an Army estimate puts the prop- ° 


erty loss at $500,000,000, which will make 
this the most expensive flood in American 
history. 

In view of the widespread damage—two 
states have been proclaimed disaster areas 
—the loss of life is remarkably small. 

The effectiveness and speed of the coun- 
ter-measures taken by the state and local 
authorities probably had much to do with 
holding down the death toll. Natural up- 
heavals may bring disaster in their wakes, 
but they also teach lessons in combating 
them. 

In the case of the Kansas-Missouri 
floods, the entire nation has mobilized to 
meet the needs of 500,000 persons driven 
from their homes. Federal aid has been 
ordered by both the President and Con- 
gress with a $15,000,000 relief grant cer- 
tain to be passed immediately by the 
House ‘of Representatives. 

Local officials, aided by countless volun- 
teer workers, worked hard to maintain 
dikes, keep power and light plants run- 
ning, and bring the fires under control.

Hottest day last month was July 
22, when the mercury climbed 
to 95—hot all right but only luke- 
warm compared with the record 
110.2°of July 24, 1934. Lowest 
reading in July was 61 on July 1 
and 5, but it has been cooler— 
55 on July 3, 1924. 

Last month’s average tempera- 
ture compares favorably with the 
humid average of 87.4 in July, 
1936. Nor can the humidity be 
blamed by those who felt hotter 
than they were last month. Wahl- 
gren said humidity for the month 
was “just about: average.” 

July had 15 days when the tem- 
perature hit 90 or better but on 
only six of these did the reading 
go above 91, which also is about 
average for the month. Jfly 9 
was the wettest, windiest single 
day. In all, 1.06 inches of rain 
fell in 24 hours and _ winds 
reached 32 miles an hour.

The issue beginning to appear 
now involves U.N. action—its first 
challenge to aggression, in Korea. 
That bold act, widely hailed here 
and all over the free world at 
the time, now is being questioned 
by the new isolationists. 


Taft Attacks Truman. 


_ They are seeking to exploit the 
negotiations for peace in Korea, 
because the U.N. has not achieved 
a complete victory militarily, in 
a way to throw discredit on the 
U.N. itself, and its principles. 
It is not a direct attack on the 
U.N. It is an indirect ‘attack by 
blaming President Truman for 
taking the initiative originally in 
inducing the U.N. té stand up and 
meet this clearly recognized ag- 
gression. But the ultimate target 
is the U.N. For we were acting 
under the U.N. charter to protect 
the integrity of the world organi- 
zation. 
Now we see the U.N.’s great 
battle to stop aggression, to pro- 
tect its integrity, to establish the 
principle of collective security 
for which it was created—we see 
all that tarnished in a political at- 
tack that is defeatism of the worst 
sort. It could be dangerous to 
our own future security and the 
peace of the world.

But these are times of 
emotional tensions, and emotions 
and prejudices can be stirred up 
sometimes beyond belief.

But there is 
a danger from the new isolation- 
ism. 

President Truman recognized 
that. He took the occasion in his 
recent report to Congress on U.N. 
activities to restate the meaning 
of Korea. He said that “to have 
ignored the appeal of Korea for 
aid, to have stood aside from the 
assault on the Charter, would 
have meant the end of the United 
Nations as a shield against ag- 
gression.” 


That is the meaning, for now, 
for the immediate future, and for 
all time to come. It’‘should not 
be despoiled to win the next elec- 
tion, that is, if we are thinking of 
the next generation.

The profits of the capitalists

An 
army is in general a great burden 
for the national budget, and the 
Soviet people would willingly go 
to the length of doing away with 
a regular army, were it not for 
the danger from without. But 
the experience of 1918-1920, when 
the British, the Americans and 
French (together with the 
Japanese) attacked , the Soviet 
Union, attempted: to: sever the 
Ukraine, the Caucasus, central 
Asia, the Far East, and Archangel 
region from the U.S.S.R. and 
tormented our country for three 
years—this experience teaches us 
that the U.S.S.R. must have a 
certain minimum regular army 
necessary to defend its independ- 
ence from imperialist invaders. 
There is no instance in history 
of the Russians attacking the ter- 
ritory of Britain, but history has 
witnessed a whole series of in- 
stances of the British attacking 
the territory of the Russians and 
seizing it. 

West Didn’t Co-operate. 

Mr. Morrison asserts that the 
Russians declined to co-operate 
with the British in the German 
question, in the question of Euro- 
pean recovery. This is quite un- 
true. Mr. Morrison can hardly 
believe this statement himself. In 
reality, it is known that it was 
not the Russians, but the British 
and Americans who refused to co- 
operate, since they knew that the 
Russians would not agree to re- 
storing fascism in Germany, to 
converting Western Germany into 
a base for aggression. 

As for co-operating in the mat- 
ter of European economic recov-

If the North Atlantic pact is a 
defense pact, why did the British 
and Americans not agree to the 
Soviet government's proposal to 
have the nature of this pact dis- 
cussed in the Foreign Ministers’ 
Council? As is known, the Soviet 
government offered to have all 
the pacts it has concluded with 
other countries discussed in the 
Foreign Ministers’ Council. Why 
are the British and Americans 
afraid to tell the truth about this 
pact and why did they refuse to 
have the North Atlantic pact dis- 
cussed? Was it not because the 
North Atlantic pact contains pro- 
visions. about aggression against 
the U.S.S.R., and the sponsors of 
the pact are compelled to conceal 
this from the public? Was it not 
for that reason that the Labor 
government consented to Britain’s 
conversion into a military air 
base of the United States of 
America fox, attacking the Soviet 
Union? 

That is why the Soviet people 
regard the North Atlantic pact as 
an aggressive pact directed against 
the U.S.S.R. 

This is borne out most striking- 
ly by the aggressive actions of the 
Anglo-American ruling circles in 
Korea. For over a year now the 
Anglo-American forces have been 
tormensing the freedom-loving 
and peaceful people of Korea, 
destroying Korean villages and 
towns, murdering women, chil- 


ery, far from rejecting such a 
co-operation, the U.S.S.R., on the 
contrary, was the one to propose 
it on a basis of equality and ob- 
servance of the sovereignty of the 
European countries without any 
dictation from abroad, without any 
dictation from the United States 
of America, without the enslave- 
ment of the countries of Europe 
by the United States of America. 

Equally groundless are Mr. 
Morrison’s assertions that the 
Communists came to power in the 
people’s democratic countries by 
violence, that the Cominform en- 
gages in the propaganda of vio- 
lence. Only those who have set 
themselves the aim of slandering 
the Communists can permit them- 
selves to make such allegations.

LONDON PAPERS 
WELCOME EXCHANGE

Most London newspapers ran 
editorials welcoming the Morri- 
son-Pravda exchange as perhaps 
opening a chink in Russia’s pro- 
paganda armor. 

But the Daily Express, which 
devoted only half a column to the 
story, commented editorially: 

“Only the cable companies 
benefited from the exchange.” 

The Times (independent) said 
“the exchange benefits no one 
very far, but on the whole it has 
been worth while.” 

The Daily Telegraph (Conserva- 
tive) saw “one very solid advan- 
tage” in that “The Russian peo- 
ple will have had the satisfaction 
of reading for once something 
about the outside world which 
normally is presented to them 
only through the distorting lens 
of Soviet propaganda.” 

But the Telegraph doubted that 
the exchange would further the 
cause “of reaching any under. 
standing with Russia's present rul- 
ERS say 

The News Chronicle (Liberal) 
called the exchange “disappoint- 
ing” in that Morrison’s simple 
Statement of “the British way and 
purpose has produced an unbend- 
ing restatement of the Commu- 
nist party line.” But it hailed the 
innovation of introducing “a 
trickle of ideas between East and 
West.” 

A British Foreign Office spokes- 
man said Pravda’s reply was “dis- 
appointing” and contained noth- 
ing “to suggest any effort had 
been made to use the occasion for 
a fruitful exchange of views or to 
improve relations between the two 
countries.” 

“The feebleness of its references 
to the liberty of theindividual in 
the U.S.S.R. seems to suggest that 
the Soviet Government is ex- 
tremely sensitive on this score.”

Because eggs are one of those high-protein foods to which 
protein-sensitive children react violently, it is wise to be very 
cautious with the first egg feeding and note the baby’s reac- 
tion to it. 

Also, because any cooked protein is easier to digest and 
less offending than when uncooked, the egg yolk should be 
hard-boiled. Then it may, be mashed smooth with some of 
baby’s formula, or soup or plain milk and only one teaspoon 
of this given to the baby. +

It would be misleading to dis- 
ecard your black three, which 
would signal to your partner that 
you have a bad hand. On this 
hand, even if you are playing the 
red-black discarding convention, 
you should throw the jack of 
hearts. If this deceives your 
partner slightly, it won't matter; 
within two or threé rounds, you 
will probably be able to make 
the meld on your own, Further- 
more, the black three is worth 
holding until you have more need 
for a safe discard. Almost no 
discard is unsafe on your first 
play, because the pack isn’t worth 
taking even if the opponent can 
match the card you throw.

T behooves every woman to study and improve her walk, 
| nies she wants her head to bob up and down like a 

rattle in the hands of a baby, her torso to twitch nervously 
above her waist, and her bustle to hustle. 

We take walking for granted, yet nothing is more 
noticeable to others than the way we walk, and nothing is 
more difficult for the individual to recognize than the 
way he walks. 

It takes real effort to improve the grace and ease 
ef your walk because deep seated habits are the hardest to 
destroy and the only compiicated body motion we started 
before walking was crawling. Most of us have given up the 
latter except in rare occasions. 

The first rule for beautiful walking is to keep the body 
erect, to hold oneself with poise. I have so often given you 
directions about this that I will skip it today. Here are a 
few more first aids. 

It is probably safe to assume that you walk too fast. 
More than 90 per cent of women (except those in the hot 
countries) do so. Remember quick erratic motion and poise 
do not mix. There is unbelievable enjoyment in moving in a 
leisurely composed manner. This doesn't mean that you must 
stroll but do not hurry.

IF YOU WISH to avoid styles of walking which could 
be called: The Waddle, The Debutante Slouch, The Shuffle, 
The fashion model Thrust, The Indian Creep or The Jumping 
Jack, gather around and learn a few things te remember.

21 and a close personal friend 
predicted today that soon there- 
after—with a personal declara- 
tion of independence—she will 
“smash some of the royal fre- 
strictions surrounding her.” 

The main result, the friend 
added, will be a “drastic widen- 
ing of her present select circle 
of men friends and more free- 
dom in her social life.” 

One of Margaret’s most fre- 
quent escorts said: 

“When the Princess marries, I 
am certain it will be only for 
love. All rumors to the contrary, 
I am just as certain she is not in 
love with any of her present men 
friends.” 

He confirmed that the Princess 
will probably try to expand her 
social life after her birthday and 
added: 

“When Margaret meets the man 
she loves, she’ll marry him even 
if he’s a bricklayer or a book- 
maker. She’s like her Uncle Da- 
vid (the Duke of Windsor) in that 
respect.” 

The escort admitted he could 
“so for the Princess in a great big 
way” if he thought she was any- 
thing more than fond of him, and 
if he was not “scared to death” 
of her title. He said: 

“The truth is, Margaret is a 
dancing Princess.

Use of a Laxative 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


AXATIVES, which are much used and abused, can be very 
damaging. Laxatives usually are unnecessary in healthy 
people. . 

Probably the major reason for the excegsive use of 
laxatives is the false belief in regularity. It seems to be the 
‘very nature of us Americans to insist on regular standard 
performances. Americans invented the mass production sys- 
tem in the assembly line. Unfortunately, production line 
methpds can’t be applied to the human body—it simply isn't 
built that way, There is no natural reason for expecting the 
intestine to dispose of its waste once a day or several times 
a day in everyone. : 

Just as human beings all do not need the same amount 
of sleep and get along equally well with different diets, so it 
is with the matter of bowel function. 

Elimination once every two or three days or even once 
a week is as normal with some people as daily elimination is 
ewith others. But a lot of people are worry-warts and suscep- 
tible to suggestion as well as ashamed of any evidence of ir- 
regularity in any department of their lives. So, a lot of 
tinkering goes on with the functions of their intestines. 


. i Mas. 

SADLY ENOUGH, once the tinkering starts by using laxa- 
tives, it develops its own little vicious cycle. Following taking 
a laxative, there is a grand clean-out. Then, in the normal 
course of events, the colon would have to fill up for another 
natural elimination. That requires several days. But with 
insistence on clock-work regularity, if nothing happens in a 
day or two the laxative is repeated with another grand ,clean- 
out. 

Then you begin to fear that it is dangerous to neglect 
the matter for as long as three or four days. Thus, once 
laxatives are started, you need patience to stop them. Stopping 
the use of laxatives requires intelligent neglect. 

The impatience of many people contribues to the over- 
use of laxatives. They think waiting is inefficient. Laxatives, 
ef course, solve this problem with deadly efficiency. De- 
pending on the natural course of events requires a certain 
fortitude and phiegmatism. Those few odd characters who

gician, regular use of laxatives will dull natural intestinal re- 
flexes. Food may be hurried through the intestine by a 
laxative so fast that not all of it can be absorbed. Particularly

We felt that these in- 
famous, rather strangely assorted 
partners might hold a key to the 
whole question of organized in- 
terstate crime, so widely dispersed 
were their nefarious activities. 

Accardo, back when he was a 
strong-arm man in Chicago’s. un- 
derworld and reputedly a body- 
guard for the late “Machine-Gun 
Jack” McGurn, used an appropri- 
ate alias—"Joe Batters.” 

Guzik is a pouchy-eyed little 
man of 64, with a ravaged face 
that looks as if it were made of 
wax left too long near a hot fire. 
The warrant for his as a 
missing witness was not served on 
him until the final week of our 
scheduled publie hearings. 

Guzik is a manipulator rather 
than a muscle man; he acquired 
his nickname—Greasy Thumb— 
from the fact that he was busi- 
ness manager and pay-off man for 
Al Capone. 

It is a strange quirk of gang- 
dom that these two men should 
be partners and joint leaders of 
the Capone syndicate. Police 
records show that Accardo was 
picked up in 1945 for questioning 
about a gang-style kidnaping of 
Guzik, who reputedly had to pay 
$75,000 to regain his freedom, 
Nothing ever came of this episode, 
for Guzik stoutly insisted it was 
just a misunderstanding over. a 
“business transaction.” |

The gray-visaged Guzik was 
worse. When we asked him his 
age, he refused to answer on the 
grounds that it might “incrimi- 
nate me or tend to incriminate 
me.”

“I have never got 
any back.” 

There was an ugly aftermath 
to Fusco’s appearance. Appar- 
ently the mob got the idea that 
he had “talked.” Two days later 
a black powder bomb went off 
in the doorway of his Gold Seal 
warehouses. The newspapers cap- 
tioned a picture of Fusco inspect- 
ing the damage: “‘He Talked to 
Kefauver.” .
